2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

The USPTO "Interim Guidelines for Examination of Patent Applications for Patent 
Subject Matter Eligibility" (Official Gazette notice of 22 November 2005), Annex IV, 
reads as follows (see also MPEP 2106): 

In contrast, a claimed computer-readable medium encoded with a computer program is a computer 
element which defines structural and functional interrelationships between the computer program and 
the rest of the computer which permit the computer program's functionality to be realized, and is thus 
statutory. See Lowry, 32 F.3d at 1583-84, 32 USPQ2d at 1035. 

Claims that recite nothing but the physical characteristics of a form of energy, such as a frequency, 
voltage, or the strength of a magnetic field, define energy or magnetism, per se, and as such are 
nonstatutory natural phenomena. O'Reilly, 56 U.S. (15 How.) at 112-14. Moreover, it does not appear 
that a claim reciting a signal encoded with functional descriptive material falls within any of the 
categories of patentable subject matter set forth in Sec. 101 . 

... a signal does not fall within one of the four statutory classes of Sec. 101 . 

. . . signal claims are ineligible for patent protection because they do not fall within any of the four 
statutory classes of Sec. 101 . 

3. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter as follows. Claim 10 is drawn to functional 
descriptive material recorded on a computer readable medium. Normally, the claim 
would be statutory. However, the claim lack a computer or processor for executing the 
computer program. 

The examiner suggests amending the body of the claim to include a computer or 



processor. 
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4. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as not falling within one of the four 
statutory categories of invention. Supreme Court precedent 1 and recent Federal Circuit 
decisions 2 indicate that a statutory "process" under 35 U.S.C. 101 must (1) be tied to 
another statutory category (such as a particular apparatus), or (2) transform underlying 
subject matter (such as an article or material) to a different state or thing. While the 
instant claim(s) recite a series of steps or acts to be performed, the claim(s) neither 
transform underlying subject matter nor positively tie to another statutory category that 
accomplishes the claimed method steps, and therefore do not qualify as a statutory 
process. For example the method of creating a saliency map including steps of 
projection, decomposition, extraction, calculation and creation is of sufficient breadth 
that it would be reasonably interpreted as a series of steps completely performed 
mentally, verbally or without a machine. The Applicant has provided no explicit and 
deliberate definitions of "projection", "decomposition", "extraction", "calculation" and 
"creation" limit the steps and the claim language itself is sufficiently broad to read on a 
person mentally going through the steps. 

The examiner suggests amending the body of the claims to include a computer 
or processor.

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5. Applicant's arguments filed October 20, 2009 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

The examiner has thoroughly reviewed applicant's arguments on page 7, lines 3- 
28 with respect to the 35 U.S.C. 101 rejections, but firmly believes the rejections to be 
reasonable and proper. The method claims, as well as the computer readable medium 
claim, need to recite something to carry out the method. For example a recitation of a 
processor or computer would define something carrying out the method and the 
computer program. The examiner suggests including a processor or computer in the 
body of the claims to overcome the rejections.
